New Mexico water ofncial moves to clarify ranchers’ 











rights

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. — New Mexico’s top water manager has fired the latest salvo in a battle 
with the federal government over the protection of an endangered mouse and the barring of 
livestock from certain streams and watering holes on national forest land. 

State Engineer Tom Blaine is offering licenses to ranchers that clarify their water rights and allow them to use all 
sources of surface water on their grazing allotments. 

Access to watering holes on the Lincoln National Forest has been an issue since federal managers began ordering 
closures and installing fences in the Lincoln and Santa Fe forests in 2014 after the mouse was listed as endangered. 
That spurred criticism that the federal government was trampling on property and water rights in New Mexico as it 
had in other Western states. 

Forest officials have maintained that they have a responsibility under the federal Endangered Species Act to protect 
the jumping mouse, which is found in New Mexico, Arizona and a small portion of Colorado. 

In an order issued earlier this month, Blaine recognizes livestock watering rights that are more than a century old 
but were not considered when the stream systems on the Lincoln National Forest were adjudicated decades ago. 

“One of my top priorities is to protect the water rights of New Mexicans - including our farmers and ranchers,” 
Blaine said in a statement. “I’m confident that stakeholders will continue to work with my office so that we can 
continue responsibly protecting our natural resources and the livelihoods of our families and businesses.” 

The state engineer’s office has granted only one license so far, but New Mexico ranchers say they’re encouraged. 

“We are grateful that the state engineer has taken a stand to defend his jurisdiction and to protect these senior 
preexisting water rights from federal encroachment,” said attorney Blair Dunn, who has represented some of those 
fighting the U.S. Forest Service over the mouse. 

Regional forest officials say they have been reviewing Blaine’s order but they have not commented on how the 
state’s move might affect the closures on the Lincoln forest. 

According to the order, ranchers who want a license must own what are called stockwatering water rights that were 
established before 1907, when New Mexico’s comprehensive water code was adopted. They also must prove 
beneficial use through documentation of their historical ranching practices. 

The jumping mouse depends on tall grass along streams and in other sections of land along rivers and streams. 

In 2016, federal wildlife managers announced that nearly 22 square miles in parts of New 
Mexico, Arizona and Colorado would be set aside as critical habitat for the mouse, affecting the 
management of vegetation along 170 miles of streams throughout the region.

State Engineer Issues Order

SANTA FE - The New Mexico State Engineer issued an order to protect 
ranchers’ water rights in Lincoln National Forest Friday. 


The Engineer’s office has begun issuing licenses pursuant his order to 
ranchers that confirm the ranchers’ longstanding beneficial use of water to 
sustain their livestock. Last year, certain watering areas were closed off in 
Lincoln National Forest after a potentially endangered mouse was 
discovered. 










“One of my top priorities is to protect the water rights of New Mexicans - 
including our farmers and ranchers,” said State Engineer Tom Blaine. “I’m 
confident that stakeholders will continue to work with my office so that we 
can continue responsibly protecting our natural resources and the 
livelihoods of our families and businesses.” 


Over the last several years, the State Engineer has worked to protect the 
rights of our farmers and ranchers. The Engineer has issued permits for 
off-channel watering of cattle, which allowed for cattle to access water 
from previously closed off areas in the Lincoln National Forest. His office 
also ordered an investigation into complaints about watering sources 
being unlawfully blocked in the Lincoln National Forest. 


The order issued by the State Engineer today applies to water right 
owners who have maintained continuous use of surface water since 
before 1907 for livestock watering within the Lincoln National Forest. 


Ranchers who want to obtain a license must own stock watering water 
rights that were established on the allotment before 1907, when New 
Mexico’s comprehensive water code was adopted. 


Licenses issued under the order will clarify that ranchers’ water rights give 
them the ability to use all sources of surface water on their grazing 
allotment - including streams and springs - for livestock watering. 


Ranchers must also prove beneficial use with documentation of their 
historical ranching practices. 


Shortly after issuing the order. State Engineer Blaine issued the first 
license to the Sacramento Grazing Association operated by the Goss 
family. 


The Licenses issued under this order will confirm longstanding beneficial 
uses of water and provide greater certainty to water right owners in the 
face of recent actions by the Lincoln National Forest to limit ranchers’ 
access to water for livestock.
